An aviator, flying along the Long 
I.-land shore at the time the San 
Diego was sunk , noticed the vessel 
suddenly list and was instrumental in 
having an S. O. S. call sent out from 
the wireless station on Fire island, 
according to unofficial rep orts from 
civilians along the shorn. 
After a brief investigation, the 
aviator, whoso name could not be 
learned. landed at Point of Woods, 
near Fire island beach.

OI R BATTLE OF THE MARNE 


Americans may now say with pride that we hav e fought our battle of 


the Marne. 
It was small compared with the great French stand that sav ed 


the world four years ago, hut it was a battle of the same sort, fought in the 


same place and won with the same spirit. 


July 15, 19 18, will occupy a place in our history hereafter. 
On that 


day the Germans attacked our troops for the first time with great force, on 


a wide front, in a renewed effort to take Paris and the channel ports. 
it 


was our big test. 


Our first news was disq uieting. 
It toid of ov erwhelming pressure of 


guns and men, and of forced retreat. 
It was the old story, so oft repeated in 


this year of trials, and always disheartening. 
We knew’ that a big push 


might be expected to gain sev eral miles, as a matter of course, before it is 


stopped. 
We w’ere sure that the Americans would not let the Huns through. 


But it was a critical moment. 
Those troops were new. 
How much would 


they endure? 


Then came the incredible news that, after yielding ground for four 


miles, our boys had rallied and attacked the enemy with such fiery v igor 


that they drov e him hack, regaining ev ery foot of lost ground, and sent him 


reeling across the Marne beyond his former lines, with the whole field 


strewn with his dead and wounded, and great numbers of Hun prisoners in 


the v ictors’ hands. 


It was the first time that the Germans had ev er been 
hurled back thus 


on the first day of a big driv e. 


We can not expect to do as well as that ev ery time. We must expect 


to 
lose sometimes, to retreat sometimes. 
But we cannot help 
regarding 


that great little battlev f^the Marne as typical of our army and prophetic of 


our future achiev ements; 


It reminds one of the words of a British correspondent who, some weeks 


ago, observ ing the American lads at their new war game, spoke of their 


characteristic q uality, “ that fine temper which is the sword of the spirit.” 


It is of Damascus steel, which may bend but nev er breaks. 
Yielding, it 


thrusts again, and wins. 


What has been done since the first day, by the Americans, the French 


and the English, is more wonderful still. 
It has been told and is being told 


in the Telegraph’s Associated Press reports.

to the descendents of Captain Whitfield, an old whaling master, a sword 


sent by Dr. Nakahama of Japan, in recognition of benefits conferred by the 


captain on Dr. Nakaham a’s father. 
The ambassador, howev er, made it a 


public occasion by the big, impressiv e way in which he discharged his task. 


Reminding his hearers of the significance of the sw’ord as a token of 


Samurai honor and friendship, representing the highest assurance a J a p­ 


anese could giv e of his confidence and esteem, he added: 


The donor w’ould hav e you preserv e it not only as a monument to the 


memory of a good man, but as a token of Japanese good will. 
Dr. Naka- 


hama would say to the descendants of those who were kind to his rev ered 


father that which the whole Japanese people would say to the people of 


America: 
‘We trust you, we lov e you, and if you will let us, we will walk 


at your side in loyal fellowship down all the coming years.’ ” 


It would by well if all Americans should take to their hearts those 


eloq uent words, in the spirit in which they w’ere manifestly spoken. 
Thert 


is nothing in recent history, or in the present diplomatic situation, to cast 


any doubt on their sincerity. 
We hav e Secretary Lansing’s w’ord for it that 


\ iscount, Ishii himself is “ a genuine and outspoken friend of America,” and 


that through the negotiations transacted since his arriv al in this country 


•'complete and satisfactory understandings” hav e been reached regarding 


Japanese cooperation with the United States in the war against Germany 


There is ev ery assurance that Japan is ready at this moment to play hei 


part— and a manly and honorable part— in the critical Russian situation. 


She asks only that we trust her as she trusts us. 
Doubtless we are ready to 


trust her. 
We hesitate to allow her to act because of the possible effect on 


the already misled and befuddled Russians. 


Such an utterance as that q uoted abov e does more than clear the at 


mosphere. 
Suspicion of J a pa n’s good faith has— or had until recently— 


gained wide acceptance in America. 
There appears nev er to hav e been any 


demonstrable foundation of fact on which to base it. 
Searching inq uiries 


hav e indhated that our national suspicion has been, for the most part, due 


to the deliberate efforts of Germany to embroil the two countries.

Saratoga, N. Y., July 19 — A call 
by W. H. Taft to the country to this 
fall 
elect 
a 
republican 
congress 
which he declared would stimulate 
the democratic president, by offering 
constructiv e criticism of the adm in­ 
istration’s action and inaction, and, 
by legislation, enlarge 
the nation’s 
q iilitary preparations, was issued by 
the former president, addressing the 
unofficial republican state conv ention 
here today. 
Reiterating his adv ocacy of 
an 
army of 5,000,000 men, Mr. 
Taft 
told 
the delegates that now Is the 
time to raise the great forces needed 
to win the war. With a democratic 
congress waiting the president’s lead 
lead rather than co-ordinating with 
the executiv e, he said, this will not 
be accomplished with the 
prompt­ 
ness which is imperativ e. 
While conceding 
the 
masterful 
ability of the president 
in stating 
the country’s aims in the war, Mr. 
Taft asserted that the administration 
has not had the same success in form 
ing practical w ar policies. He criti­ 
cized also the tendency of the admin 
istration to “ allow party considera­ 
tions too much sway in its appoint­ 
ments to im portant tasks,” and de­ 
clared that “ politics has not been ad ­ 
journed,” as wras indicated by what 
he termed presidential interference 
in the party affairs of Michigan and 
Wisconsin. 
The former president said in part: 
“ Ev erything we do now' and ev ­ 
erything we say must help win the 
war. The president has said ‘Politics 
is adjourned.’ He is certainly right 
insofar as politics Is to bo used 
for 
personal ends or party triumph. But 
popular gov ernment, 
ev en in war. 
must he carried on by parties. Party 
spirit must of course be suppressed 
where it hampers or embarrasses. On 
the other hand, party organization 
of public opinion may 
be the best 
way to secure needed gov ernment ac 
tion. That is the present case. 
The 
nation needs the republican party to 
giv e popular expression to an affihm 
ntiv e aggressiv e war policy. Its suc­ 
cess u t the polls in Nov ember will 
spur ttm administration to adopt one 
A republican congress will enact leg­ 
islation to initiate and carry it on.

TAKING THE TRENCHES 


B y Assoc iate d Pre ss Le ase d Wire 
Somewhere in France— In the old 
w’ars, reinforcing troops “ marched in 
the direction of the firing” . 
Today, 
when 
a 
two-hundred 
mile 
front may be ablaze, the sound of 
the firing is too contiinuous and too 
widespread to afford much indication 
as to where the reinforcements a r i 
req uired. 
In the ordinary way, reliefs in 
trenches are carried out according to 
a carefully arranged time table and 
on a formal plan. 
The business of 
“ taking ov er” a line of trenches from 
the outgoing battalion has long since 
been reduced to an exact formula. 
But when the lighting is in open 
country and the line only partially 
dug in it is more difficult, and great 
care has to be exercised lest adv anc­ 
ed patrols and contact sections blun­ 
der into the enemy’s positions. 
The reliefs are met 
by guides, 
usually men of their own battalion 
sent up prev iously to get familiar 
with the new positions. 
Ev en with 
this assistance, it is often a difficult 
business. 
The relief takes place at 
night, and in dark and bad weather, 
the way can easily be missed among 
the maze of strange trenches. 
When mov ing up to open fighting 
positions, it. is harder still, for there 
are no trenches to giv e the direction. 
The open line on which the day’s 
lighting comes to an end may run 
unev enly, perhaps along a hedgerow’, 
a hit of wood, some ruined farm 
buildings, or undulations 
of
